THE EXECUTIVE. 

Every man of good sense, (and there 
were many in the Convention of 1757), 
must he impossibility of continuing 
an unmixed democratic system of Nation- 
al misgovernment; and the absolute ne- 
cessity—if numbers alone and tbe popu- 
lar caprice of the moment have to be 


represented, heard and considered any 


where,—of cenfining that representation 


within the narrowest limits consistent 
with its freedom of expression, and that 


leave it the power of originating and de- 
feating measures. Not less will he feel 
the necessity of providing checks and 
counter-weights elsewhere, to maintain, 
if it be possible to be done, something 
like an equilibrium, and to secure some- 
thing of stability and permanence in 
measures aud independence in men. 

From what we know of the views of 
the leading members of the Convention, 
and from the Constitution iteelf, such 
was the preponderating opinion of that 
body. They had, at least, studied the 
biStory of former republics and confed 
eracies ;—we know that fromthe de- 
bates,—not profoundly, but sufficiently 
to know the general features of their 
Constitutions and the general nature of 
the causes that led to their destruction 
or decay. History is full of lessons as to 
the fickleness of the people, the ease 
with which they are seduced, the facility 
with whieh they listen to the babblings 
of folly and the temptings of knavery. 

The large States wanted an unequal 
representation, not in order that a ma- 
jority of the people of all the States, as 
people, should control, but that they, the 
States might, by their majority in the 
two Houses. They also, by their electors, 
wished to elect, that they might control, 
the President. They desired a popular 
representation, a popular vote for Presi- 
dent, as the means of effecting thease 
objects. Their zeal for the rights of the 
people had no other basis, in respect to 
this. The popular vote was but the 
instrument, not the principal object. 

They did not leave the choice of the 
President to the people at large, but pro- 
vided for his election by colleges of 
Electors, themselves to be appointed (not 
elected) by each State, in such manner 
as the Legislature might prescribe. Thus 
not only the electors, but even another 
appointing body or officer, the Legisla- 
ture, for example, or the Covernor, 
might be interposed between the popular 
vote and the offices of President and 
Vice President ; and the Electors, more- 
over, did nut represent popular numbers 
alone, but were to be as many in each 
States as its Senators and Nepresentatives 
together; and in the Slave-States three- 
fifths of the slaves were counted, to in- 
erease their mumber. The former fea- 
ture increased the electoral vote of the 
small States in a ratio out of all propor- 
tion with thatin which it added to the 
vote of the large States. Thus Dela- 
ware, with a population only entitling 
her to one’ Representative, bad tirce elec- 
toral votes; that is, three times the 
number which her numbers would give 
her: while the two additional votes of 
New York only added to Aer weight in 
electing a President, from six to eight per 
cent. 

It was supposed that the Electors of 
each State would be left free to vote for 
whom they pleased, and not that they 
would be merely automata, to repeat or 
register a vote already given by the 
people in mass. If the Electors failed to 
elect, then the House of Representatives 
was to choose the President, each State, 
small or large, casting a single vote: 
and the Vice-President was to be chosen 
by the Senate. 

In each case, it was the Sfa/es that 
were toelect these officers; only that, 
in the former case, each was to cast a 
vote somewhat in proportion to its pepu- 
tion, because equal to its representa- 
bu in the two Houses of Congress ; and 

this is plain, not only because each State 
voted separately, by its electors; but be- 
cause Delaware, and Arkansas when 
first admitted, gave three votes, while 
the same number of people in New York 
gave little more than one. 

If it was Unfortunate that even with 
these modifications in favour of the 
small States and of the slave States, this 
concession to the principle of govern- 
ment by vote of the majority was made, 
it wae yet more unfortunate that 
the immense mistake was made, 
of electing the President and Vice Presi- 
dent for four years only, instead of ten.

The 
supplemental eviderice, together with 
the oficial correspondence of the state 
department with our foreign ministers 
and consuls, shows that the confession 
of identity to MeMillan was the original 
and sole cause which eventually led to 
Surratt’s arrest. 

Dr. MeMillan testifies that Surratt 
came on board the Peruvian at Montreal 
on September 11, 1865, and was intro- 
duced to him under the name of Mc- 
Carthy; that, becoming well acquainted 
in a few days, Surratt confessed to him 
that he brad been in the Confederate 
States’ service, carrying dispatches be- 
tween Washington and Richmond, and 
also asfar as Montreal: that he and 
Booth had planned at first the abduction 
of President Lineoln; that however 
they thought they could not succeed in 
that way, and they thought it was neces- 
sary to change their plan ; after this, be- 
fore the assassination, Surratt was in 
Montreal, where he received a letter 
from Kooth, ordering him immediately 
to Washington; that it was necessary to 
act promptly, and that he was to leave 
Montreal immediately for Washington.
